Live hogs nominal at 3c off 
cars at Winnipeg for good packing hogs 
averaging 150 te 300 pounds; heavy and 

light hogs 24c to 3c, and stags lfc to 3c. 
Live cattle for butchers’ use 2c to 3c per 
pound. Wool 8c to 9c, but some has been 
bought as low as dc. 

J. A. Cauper, school inspector, visited 
three schools on Stony Plain last week, 
Stony Plain, Stony Plain Centre and Roser- 
thal, all in progress and having a good 
attendance, especially Stony Piain Centre, 
which is the latest established and has some 
27 pupils on the roll. Warden district, also 
on the plain, is closed for the holidays. 
Three new districts are formed or in pros- 
pect, north of the base line. Lacerte, the 
most easteriy, is already formed. There is 
a very large crop area on the plain and part 
of the grain, especially the rye, is looking 
well, but some of it, especially late 
oats, is very short owing te lack of late 
rains. 

TuE machinery for Judge Rouleau’s mine 
weighed fourteen tons and part of it was 
loaded on the ‘* Minnow ” at the upper ferry 
last Friday and Saturday. An _ expert 
mechanic is expected from Chicago to set up 
the plant, which consists of a stationery 
engine and boiler combined. The’ dirt will 
be lifted into a large separator, which will 
separate the fine dirt from the stones and 
rubbish. The fine dirt will then pass by 
means of revolving buckets to another por- 
tion of the machinery which will still 
further separate the material and force it on 
to a carbonized table where the gold will be 
separated from the dross by means of 
electricity supplied bp a large battery and 
acting on silverized plates, over which the 
last washing takes place. The system is 
known as the dry amalgamating process and 
is the most modern and improved plant of 
its kind. The ‘‘Minnow” has taken one 
cargo of the machinery up to the mine and 
will retmrn for lumber and the balance of 
the mining plant. 


THE services in the Methodist church 
yesterday were of more than usual interest. 
It was the first full day’s services that the 
new pastor, Rev. Mr. Dyke, had conducted 
in the church, the opening of the Spruce 
Grove church and the camp meeting services 
having intervened since hisarrival.

RESERVED LANDS. 


Cne of the greatest difficulties here 
in the way of establishing schools, 
building roads, operating creameries, sup- 
porting churches and carrying on any of 
the affairs of rural life which must be 
taken part in by a number of people to 
be successful, is the sparse settlement 
resulting from the large amount of land 
held as railroad, Hudson’s Bay company 
and schocl re’erves. This being ac- 
knowleged as a difficulty and disad- 
vantage it is desirable and necessary 
that it should as far as possible be re- 
moved. There are 3} square miles or 
sections in each township, of which 
sections 8 and 26 are held by the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, 11 and 29 as 
school jands, and the remainder of the 
odd numbered sections as aid to rail 
ways actual or prospective. ‘'wenty 
sections reserved and 16 open for home- 
steading. Take out of these 16 the 
ordinary proportion of timbered, swamp 
or broken land, and it will be seen what 
a load the actual settlers have to carry 
as compared with what they would 
have to if every section were settled on. 
Each settler has not only to bear a 
double burden but he has to bear it at 
a greatdisadvantage. In the matter of 
creameries for instance: The advant- 
age that the establishment of this in- 
dustry in the West would be is the sub- 
ject of never ending calculations. But 
in practice creameries have been any- 
thing but profitable owing to just one 
cause, the impossibility of getting 
enough milk within a redius that would 
admit of its being hauled at a_ profit, 
owing to the scattered settlement and 
the financial inability of the farmers at 
the present stage of the country’s ad- 
vancement to keep a large number of 
cows each. The cost of hauling the 
milk has frequently been greater than 
the profits on the making of the butter. 
As the case stands regarding creameries, 
80 it stands regarding schools: Not only 
is there the heavy cost on a few settlers 
of supporting a school, but there is also 
the difficulty of getting enough children 
to attend to constitute a school. In 
statute labor districts twenty or thirty or 
perhaps in exceptional cases fifty settlers 
are making reads throughout a town- 
ship in which over a hundred men 
should be doing road work. Where 
gophers, noxious weeds or prairie fires 
have to be fought, or the natural climate 
requires to be ameliorated by general 
cultivation, the disproportionate amount 
of land reserved from homestead settle- 
ment places the actual settler in many 
cases at an insurmountable disad- 
vantage. 

This is a living question, it is a press- 
ing question and hasan important bear- 
ing on immigration by reason of its 
bearing on the welfare of those who are 
already here. Make the conditions of 
the present seitlers satisfactory and 
others will soon join them. As long as 
present settlers are at a disadvantage, 
so lung new settlers need not be ex- 
pected to come in large numbers. 

Admitting the disadvantage of the pre: 
sent situation, how is it to be improved? 
As to the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
land, nothing can be done, and indeed 
the Hudson’s Bay reserves are the 
least. objectionable. They have no 
section reserves north of the Saskatche- 
wan river, their lands are all taxable 
and are all for sale. So that when- 
ever a school district or statute labor 
district is established tl:ese lands pay 
a share of the taxes, and whenever the 
agricultural valve of any certain district 
is established it becomes likely that 
they will be purchased possibly by 
actual settlers. The disadvantage re- 
garding them is that they usually remain 
unoccupied for years after settlement 
in a township has commenced and are 
a drag upon the progress and welfare of 
the settlement at the time when it is 
least able to stand any such drag, It 
is only after the settlement becomes 
firmly established and is therefore inde. 


pendent to a great extent of the 
occupanzy of these lands that they be- 


‘| cone occupied, and begin to take their 


place in aiding the general advance- 
ment. The disadvantage which the 


reservation of these Hudson’s Bay 


sections are, is further aggravated by 
the fact that being even sections sur- 
rounded by odd sections, which are also 
reserved, they-build a solid block of five 
sections of reserved land near the south- 
west, and northeast corners of every 
township. 

Tae railroad reserves are of three 
classes: Reserves for the C. P. R.; 
reserves for other railways ; and land 
reserved for railway aid but not grant- 
ed. The C. P. R. lands, which embrace 
the accepted odd sections north of the 
Red Deer and east nearly to Battleford 
are specially exempted from taxation 
until 1900. After that time they will 
become taxable, provided the exemption 
is not extended. In the meantime 
nothing can be done with them as long 
as they remain in the hands of the C. 
P. R. But a question has arisen as to 
the taxation of such lands after they 
have passed out of the hands of the C. 
P. R. into those of private individuals, 
The C. P. R, deny the right of school 
or statute labor districts to enforce the 
collection of taxes on such lands until 
the lands have been fully paid for by 
the purchasers. As the lands are sold 
on terms of paymens extending over 
ten years this contention places school 
and statute labor districts in a very 
awkward position. They are not 
financially able to enter into a law suit 
with the C. P. R. to decide the matter, 
and in the meantime purchasers may 
be occupying those lands and deriving 
the benefits of school and statute labor 
organizations without contributing their 
fair share towards their support. As 
this is a matter affecting organizations 
brought into existence by the- Ter- 
ritorial legislature, it would seem that 
the Territorial government should take 
upon itself the burden of securing a 
decision on the matter. Otherwise 
these organizations and the settlers 
whom they represent must continue to 
suffer, possibly unnecessarily, and cer- 
tainly unjustly: 

The land grants to the Calgary & 
Edmonton, the Regina, Qu’Appelle and 
Long lake, the Maritoba Northwestern 
and the Northwest Central are not 
exempt from {taxation by law as are 
the lands of the C. P. R., but they are 
exempt by practice, in this way. ‘The 
land granted to the railway company, 
although agreed upon, is net actually 
transferred to the company, but rests 
with the government until a purchaser 
for a part of it appears. When he has 
selected his land, the government gives 
the necessary deed or transfer, and he 
becomes liable fortaxation as the owner; 
but the remainder of the grant, not be- 
ing registered inthe name of the com- 
pany, is not taxable against the com- 
pany, aud by reason of the collusion or 
secret understanding between the gov- 
ernment and the company is practically 
exempt. This is simply a swindle up- 
on the settlers affected, perpetrated by 
the government which was supposed to 
make the interests of those settlers its 
first care, and is a condition of affairs 
that cannot be remedied too quickly by 
the new government for its own credit 
and the welfare of the Northwest. 

Besides laud reserved for railroads 
actually built, which in some cases are 
hundreds of miles from the nearest 
railroad, all the rest of the odd sections 
are held reserved from sale or settle- 
ment by the government to be “granted 
to railroads that may possibly be pro- 
jected in the more or less distant future. 
These lands are of course not taxable. 
and cannot be occupied. They are do- 
ing no one any good at the present 
time and are hindering settlement 
wherever they eXis( and there is any set- 
tlement to hinder. The argument that 
it is necessary to grant the odd sections 
in order to secure the building of a rail- 
way, is surely as strong in favor of 
ellowing the settlement of the odd 
sections where there is no present pros- 
pect of a railway, if there is to be any 
such seitlement and it is to be prosper- 
ous. Those who look for a reason for 
the slow settlement of the Northwest 
can find one great reason in this general 


double burden was laid upon the set- 
tler, antl he was rendered far less able 
to bearit, It was a repetition of the 
old case of doubling the tale of bricks 
and cutting off the supply of straw. 
Even where the C. P. R. in the selec- 
tion of their Jands have rejected certain 
sections as unsuitable for their purposes 
these sections are still held reserved. 
They might be suitable for homsteead- 
ing although not suitable forsale. Sure- 
ly the government does not expect to 
sell them when the railroad company 
did not expect to. Then why not open 
them for homesteading and let whoever 
wants them have them. The railroad 
company have had their choice of the 
countiy, to be taken when they pleased, 
they have been exempted from taxa- 
tion either by law or practice. In all 
cases the interests of the settler have 
had to take a second place. It is high 
time this policy was changed. Let the 
bargain made with the railroad com- 
panies be carried out. But let them be 
compelled to locate their lands and to 
pay their proper taxes on them, and let 
all iands not already earned and granied 
be open for homesteading. How can 
we expect the country to settle when 
over half the land is held closed from 
settlement. 

Important as is this question of re- 
served land throughout the agricultural 
regions of the Territories it is still more 
important in the irrigable districts of 
Southern Alberta. There the reserved 
alternate sections are practically a bar 
to any large irrigation scheme, and 
must be provided against in some way 
before irrigation on any but a small 
scale can become a financial success, if 
indeed -it is practicable at all. 

The reservation of two sections in 
every township under the name of 
school lands may have been with a 
good intent in the beyinning, and had 
these been the only reserved lands 
there would have been no great hard- 
ship resulting. But when the reserva- 
tion is only nominally in aid of schools 
and is actually a speculation—quite as 
much as in the case of the Hudson’s 
Bay lands ; not less, but more objection- 
able because handied by the govern- 
ment, the lands therefore being non- 
taxable rntil sold; and when they re- 
present the overbalance of reserved as 
compared with homestead land, the ad- 
vantage and disadvantage of their exis 
tence becomes an important question. 
As to their advantage in the establish- 
ment and conduct of schools there 1s 
none. The government aid to schools 
is paid out of the general funds of the 
country as itshould and must be, and 
the proceeds from the sale of school 
lands practicaily goes into those funds. 
The individual school district has no 
interest whatever in the reserved school 
lands within its limits, nor have the 
Territories any interest in those lands. 
The proceeds from their sale would not 
pay a fraction of the governmont grants 
in aid of schools in Manitoba and the 
Territories, nor in the nature of things 
could they when the schools are as 
needy and land as cheap as at present. 
If the land is held from sale until it 
has so increased in value asto make 
the proceeds from its sale a valuable 
addition to the total school grants, it 
will be held until the country has so 
increased in population and wealth as 
to be very much better able than now 
to do without such assistance. In the 
meantime the holding of this land re- 
served from settlement and taxation is 
a very great drawback to the establish- 
ment and support of schools through- 
out the Territories at the present time, 
just as their opening to settlement and 
taxation would be of the greatest ad- 
vantage. In many cases the opening 
of these sections on suitable conditions 
would mean the addition of from one 
to eight families to every organized 
school district in the progressive parts 
of the country. When it is remembered 
that four families can constitute a school 
district at present the advantage that 
this would be is apparent. The ad- 
vantage of the settlement and taxation 
of these sections at the beginning of 
settlement in the country would give 
far more beneficial results than any pos- 
sible price that could be realized from 
them would give a term of years after- 
wards. If the two school sections were 
opened for settlement, there Would be

States, that amounts ic repudiation of 
private contracts and would at once 
stop that flow of outside capital to the 
States which has been the greatest aid 
to the quick development of iis re. 
resources. The only redeeming feature 
about the silver idea is that it is so 
outrageous that there is no probability 
of it winning at the coming election ;

expense of the peopie by means of the 
protective tariff, and as the defeat of 
free silver compels the success of the 
high tariff people under McKinley, it 
will be heard from again. Free silver is 
born of the high tariff idea and the 
greater the success of high tariff the 
stronger will the silver craze become. Me- 
Kinley on the one hand and Bryan on 
the other represent the forces of tyran- 
ny and anarchy that are striving for 
mastery in the States. Unless there 
are enough low tariff, sound money and 
honest goverament men in the country 
to contro] it there will be troublous 
times south of the 49th parallel before

government is not able to withdraw the

We cannot open the 18 sections in 
each township irrevocably reserved, 
but that makes it all the more necces- 
sary to open the two that can be open- 
ed, as soon, and on as favorable terms,

“FREE” SILVER. 


Instead of free silver being likely 
to improve the prices of farm products 
in the States, it is morally certain that 
while the nominal price might rise the 
actual price would fall. Free silver 
does not mean what it says. “Free 
silver” means “forcedsilver.” The 
freedom only applies to the coinage, 
the forcing applies to the false value at 
which it must be accepted as payment 
The price received for the exported sur- 
plus of farm produce is what rules the 
home price. The exported surplus 
would be paid for in silver worth 53 
cenis on the dollar,—worth only that 
amount to purchase any article reauir- 
ed by the United States in any other 


country, or to pay indebtedness owing 
in any other country. That there 


would be a profit to the silver mine 
owner and to the money changer in the 
transaction is plain, but it is also plain 
that the profit would be made out of 
the producers and workers of 
the United States. Of course if 
silver at the proposed value is made 
legal tender for the payment of in- 
debtedness alread y contracted outside the

To the Electors of the Electoral District of 
Edmonton. 


Gentlemen: At the request of a large 
nunber of Electors, I have the honor to 
present myself as a candidate at the appro- 
aching bye-election of the Edmonton district 
in the legislative assembly of the Northwest 
Territories. 

The Edmonton district is one of the lar- 
gest and most important in the territories. 
It has heretofore been represented by able 
and representative nen.

I desire to see the lands in the disirict 
cultivated and occupied. I desire the growth 
and prosperity of the district and the fullest 
development of its resources. An urgent 
request should be made to the Dominion 
government for a more liberal appropriation 
for the purpose of opening communications 
to and throvgh these Jands by common 
roads. So long as the existing method of 
distributing the funds for the cost-uc.ion of 
roads and bridges prevails, I shall keep in 
view the welfare of the whole district, and 
see to the impartial distribution of the 
moneys placed at my disposal. 

A liberal provision should be made for the 
maintenance of our schools, so that loeal 
taxation may bear as lightly as possible up- 
on the people. 


The procedure of our Courts and our Or- 
dinances should be rendered as simple as 
possible, so as to avoid the danger of uneces- 
sary litigation. The cost of legal proceed- 
ings has been reduced considerably within 
the past few years. A further reduction in 
this regard is necessary in connection with 
several matters. 

The legislature of the territories has jur- 
isdiction over many question which affect 
the commercial interests, as weil as the 
agricultural interests of the community. 
A revision of the ordinances will be made 
in the year 1898. Should you select me as 
your representative, I shall be pleased to 
urge the adoption of any suggestions, from 
whatever source they may come, with 
view to making our laws more perfect— 
always keeping in view the welfare of the 
territories in general, and the Edmonton 
district in particular.

THE BURNS CENTENARY. 

Last Tuesday, the 2lstinst., was the 

100th anniversary of the death of Robert 
Burns, and yesterday the members of the 
local §t. Andr ew’s society met by appoint- 
ment at the Masonic hall and from there 
marched in procession to the Presbyterian 
church to hear a special sermon from their 
chaplain, the Rev. D. G. McQueen, com- 
memerative of the death of their national 
hard. Nearly fifty members of the society 
turned out. The centre seats of the chucch 
had been reserved for their use, and there 
was a large congregation assembled. Mr. 
McQueen took his text from Romans XIV, 
7 to 12 verses inclusive, and said it was 
With special reference to the 7th verse that 
he wished to speak. ‘‘ For nore of us liveth 
te himself and no man dieth te himself.” 
These words were written in the first place 
to the Roman Christians, but they were 
true ef every man, whether ke be Christian 
or not. God has an eternal purpose run- 
ning throughout the agee and every man 
entered into the fulfilment of that purpose. 
All the turmoil and treuble and confusion 
and war and even the sin we seeabout us 
are all under the controlling hand of God 
who reigns in Heaven and rules on earth, 
and ihe very bumblest son of Adam comes 
nade the application of those words, like 
him whose death they were remembering 
that night. The wyoe of another great 
man were also forcibly brought to mind 
‘the evil that men do lives after them, the 
good is oft interred with their bones.” One 
good object of tbeir society, and one that 
any society might be proud of was to keep 
the very best of Scottish character and life, 
aud all the werld would ever be the better 
because such a society had existed and 
striven to keep alive the very best of the 
nation’s past. They were fulfilling the 
words of the text that ‘‘no man liveth to 
himself and no man dieth to himself.” That 
was not the time or place te discuss the 
merits of Robert Burns, even if he had the 
ability. One thing canbe said, the place 
Robert Burns and his writings deservedly 
hold in the hearts of Scotchmen wherever 
they are found, speaks for the excellence of 
those writings, without any words from 
him. There was no trash. That would 
mever satisfy the defenders of the liberty 
wherewith the nations of the earth had been 
made free. Whenever they found the spirit 
that breathes through the poem com- 
mencing, 

‘* Scots wha hae wi’ Wallace bled, 

Scots wham Bruce has often led, ” 
it was an utter impossibility for slavery to 
exist, and Burns was loved and even rever- 
ed in spite of all the frailties of the frame, 
for the brightness stored in that frame, and 
before they condemned the man for his 
frailties, let them read his final words in 
that address to the rigidly righteous : 

‘*Who made the heart, ’tis He alone 

Decidedly can try us, 

Ele knows each cord—its various tone, 

Each spring—its various bias : 

Then at the balance let’s be mute, 

We never can adjust it ; 

What’s done we partly may compute, 

But know not what’s resisted. 

Burns was speaking with an intense ex- 
perience through these lines and let them 
remember that not only in the judgment of 
Robert Burns, but in the judgment of 
their fellowmen charity should be exercised. 
As they looked at the life of the imperish- 
able fragments struck by the hand of genius, 
they would remember the words of Whittier: 

‘* Of all the words of tongue and pen 

The saddest are—it might have been.” 

Had Burns’ lot been cast in other times 
and under brighter cireumstances the in- 
tense sincerity of his words might have dis- 
appeared, but they found him speaking with 
the jauthority of one who had power over 
the minds of men. He heard the voice of 
God in all things round about him. Scotch- 
men loved not only Burns, but Scotland the 
more because Burns had liyed. He had 
given Scotch literature an intense national 
tene, which had been carried wherever 
Scothmen had gone. He neither lived or 
died to himself and they need shed no tears 
because he lived in the days he did. He 
came in God’s own timeand filled the 
position in hfe which God intended him to 
fill. The very basis of the St. Andrews 
society was laid on that truth that an un- 
separable connection existed between their 
responsibility to God for everything they 
said or did, and no man_ believed that more 
strongly than Robert Burns himself with 
respect to the conmunity of the human race 
and their responsibility to God. 

** Then let us pray that come it may— 

As come it will for a’ that— 

‘That sense and worth, o’er a’ the earth, 

May bear the gree, and a’ that, 

For a’ that, and a’ that, 

Its coming yet, for a’ that, 

These great truths. the community of the 
homan race, and our duty and responsibil- 
‘ty towards our fellow men ahd towards 


Th se Were things they should bear 
_ To that end Christ lived and 
i iveth again, that they might not 


live to themselves. Let them in remembder- 
ing the death of Burns keep in memory the 
death of their Redeemer who ought to be 
nearer to them than anyone or anything 
else on earth.
